JOHN  HAY  WHITNEY 
BECOMES  PRESIDENT 
OF  SOCIETY 


On  June  7th  a  tradition  of  fifty 
years'  interest  and  help  to  The  New 
York  Hospital  by  one  family  was 
continued  by  the  election  of  John 
Hay  Whitney  as  president  of  the 
Society.  He  succeeds  William  H. 
Jackson,  who,  except  for  his  absence 
on  military  duty  during  the  war, 
has  been  president  since  1941.  Mr. 
Jackson  was  elected  vice-president 
at  the  same  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Governors.  Mr.  Whitney  is  the 
son  of  the  late  Payne  Whitney, 
whose  leadership  and  generosity 
were  in  a  large  part  responsible  for 
the  creation  of  this  Center. 

Mr.  Whitney,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  since  1927,  is 
senior  partner  in  the  investment  firm 
of  John  Hay  Whitney  and  Company. 
He  was  educated  at  Yale  University 
and  Oxford  University,  England. 

During  the  war,  he  was  head  of 
public  relations  of  the  8th  Air  Force 
and  later  was  transferred  to  the 
Mediterranean  theater  of  operations 
as  chief  of  the  Liaison  Allied  Air 
Command  on  General  Ira  Faker's 
staff.  As  such,  he  was  in  charge  of 
the  rescue  of  American  airmen 
downed  behind  enemy  lines  and  was 
decorated  with  the  Legion  of  Merit.

Day  marks  tlic  anniversary  ot  the 
_i^ranting  ol  a  cliartcr  in  1771  by 
King  George  ill  of  I'lighuul  lor  the 
(oiinding  of  'The  Society  of  the 
Hospital  in  the  C.ity  of  New  York 
in  America,"  ma k nig  it  the  first 
hospital  111  the  city.  The  original 
biiikling,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Man- 
hattan, burned  before  occupancy, 
but  reconstructit)n  was  completed  in 
time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as 
its  first  patients  American  Revolu- 
tionary War  troops  wounded  in 
July,  1776.  Since  that  long-past 
date,  this  Hospital  has  cared  for  ap- 
proximately 3,495,493  patients. 

On  Tuesday,  May  17th,  ceremo- 
nies marking  the  178th  anniversary 
of  the  Hospital  were  held  in  the 
Nurses  Residence.  Presiding  at  the 
meeting  was  Henry  S.  Sturgis,  Vice- 
President  for  Finance  of  the  Society. 
The  speakers  were  Dr.  Henry  N. 
Pratt,  Director  of  the  Hospital,  who 
spoke  on  the  subject,  "Medicine, 
Hospitals  and  Government,"  and 
Dr.  James  H.  Wall,  Medical  Direc- 
tor of  the  Westchester  Division  of 
the  Hospital,  whose  topic  was 
"Modern  Psychiatry  as  Practiced  at 
the  Westchester  Division." 

Both  speakers  stressed  the  need 
for  bringing  the  advances  being 
made  in  all  branches  of  medicine  to 
an  ever-increasing  proportion  of  the 
population.  Said  Dr.  Pratt,  "One 
of  the  most  urgent  and  controversial 
domestic  issues  facing  the  country 
today  is  how  we  are  to  improve  the 
quantity  and  distribution  of  medical 
care  without  sacrificing  its  quality 
and  bring  it  to  the  average  citizen  at 
a  price  he  can  afford." 

Approximately  300  members  and 
friends  of  the  Society  attended  the 
Charter  Day  celebration,  as  The 
New  York  Hospital  began  its  179th 
year  of  care  and  service  to  the 
sick.

ing; or  in  hospitalization  insurance 
cases,  where  patients  are  dependent 
on  the  insurance  money  to  meet 
their  bills,  they  are  helped  in  every 
way  in  the  preparation  of  the  many 
papers  necessary  in  these  cases.

Quite 
an  army,  and  the  reason  why  we  are 
kept  so  clean,  even  though  we  are 
situated  in  an  area  that  has  more 
"smog"  in  the  air  than  Pittsburgh. 

For  most  of  the  maids,  the  work 
day  begins  at  eight  and  ends  at 
four,  although  some  start  at  seven 
and  a  few — fifteen,  to  be  exact — 
work  during  the  night,  starting  at 
eleven  o'clock.  Like  the  majority 
of  the  jobs  in  the  Center,  the  work 
of  the  maids  must  be  done  even  over 
week-ends  and  on  holidays. 

During  the  past  two  years  the 
ranks  of  this  group  have  been 
strengthened,  with  the  maids  tak- 
ing over  the  responsibility  of  clean- 
ing nursing  areas  and  patient  units, 
work  previously  carried  out  by  the 
Attendant  group.  This  move  has 
made  possible  the  establishment  of 
the  Nursing  Aide  program. 

Because  the  cleanliness  of  a  hos- 
pital is  so  vital  to  patient  welfare, 
it  comes  to  be  an  accepted  fact,  but 
only  because  this  group  of  women 


who  do  their  jobs  so  quickly,  unob- 
trusively and  efficiently,  are  making 
it  their  business  twenty-four  hours 
a  day.

PROTECTION  HEAD 
RETIRES 

William  J.  Casey,  Manager  of  the 
Protection  Department,  retired  on 
June  1st,  after  serving  The  New 
York  Hospital  for  nearly  seventeen 
years. 

Mr.  Casey,  born  and  educated  in 
Brooklyn,  had  a  wide  background 
of  experience  in  the  protection  field, 
first  with  the  Edison  Electric  Illu- 
minating Company.  From  1916  to 
1918  he  was  assigned  to  the  Ord- 
nance Department,  U.  S.  A.,  to  or- 
ganize and  supervise  the  Police 
Department,  a  force  of  300  men,  as 
Chief  of  Police  at  Muscle  Shoals, 
Alabama.  He  returned  to  the  Edi- 
son Company  in  1918  to  take  charge 
of  ships  and  docks  of  the  United 
States  Lines  in  New  York  and  Hobo- 
ken.

The  specimen  check  illustrated  above  is  a  sample  of  what  the  regular  Hospital  payroll 
check  will  look  like  in  the  near  future. 

The  new  check  is  similar  to  those  now  being  used  in  that  the  same  amount  of  information 
as  to  gross  pay,  deductions  and  net  pay  will  be  furnished.  There  are  some  differences, 
however,  which  may  be  of  interest  to  you. 

First,  the  check  will  be  drawn  on  heavy  paper  (about  as  thick  as  a  blotter j).  This  does 
not  mean  that  it  cannot  be  folded,  since  the  check  itself  will  be  scored  to  aid  in  doing  just 
that. 

Second,  the  check  will  have  several  oblong  holes  punched  in  it.  This  is  for  bookkeeping 
purposes  only  and  does  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  check. 

The  new  checks  may  be  cashed  at  the  payroll  teller's  window,  or  any  branch  of  the 
National  City  Bank  of  New  York.  Or,  if  you  so  desire,  it  may  be  cashed  at  your  own 
bank  or  deposited  in  your  account. 


HOSPITAL  VOLUNTEERS 
HONORED  IN  MAY 

On  May  17th,  the  United  Hospi- 
tal Fund  gave  its  annual  awards  to 
volunteers  from  thirty-seven  hospi- 
tals in  the  city  on  the  basis  of 
length  of  time  devoted  to  "direct  or 
indirect  patient  care."  Among  the 
group  to  receive  these  awards  were 
thirty-five  men  and  women  from 
The  New  York  Hospital. 

Our  volunteer  corps  has  grown 
steadily  since  its  reorganization  in 
January  of  this  year  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Margaretta  W.  Tre- 
herne-Thomas.  Nearly  300  volun- 
teers have  been  interviewed  since 
that  time  and  the  majority  have 
been  placed  on  regular  assignments. 

The  work  done  by  these  men  and 
women  varies  greatly  according  to 
the  skills  and  talents  they  possess; 
experience  in  research,  laboratory 
work,  special  college  study  or  past 
voluntary  or  business  experience  in- 
fluences their  placement  in  the  Hos- 
pital. The  evening  volunteers  who 
work  on  the  pavilions  are  business 
men  and  women  who  give  up  their 
free  time  to  supplement  the  nursing 
staff.  Housewives  and  Senior  Girl 
Scouts  are  doing  many  different  jobs 
in  various  departments.  Besides 
giving  active  service,  the  Girl 
Scouts  are  contributing  handmade 
books,  games  and  a  variety  of  toys 
for  the  pediatric  pavilions  and 
clinic  playroom.  Examples  of  how 
welcome  and  comforting  these  toys 
can  be:  a  child  in  the  pediatric 
clinic,  weeping  bitterly  with  fright, 
clutches  a  rag  doll  and  ceases  her 
sobbing;  a  child  temporarily  blind- 
ed from  an  eye  operation  cuddles  an 
odd-shaped  chintz  animal  while  one 
of  the  volunteers  reads  fairy  stories 
to  distract  him. 

Recently,  the  husband  of  a  hos- 
pitalized patient  approached  the 
volunteer  at  the  Information  Desk 
near  the  Gift  Shop  and  said  he 
wanted  to  express  his  appreciation 
for  the  services  of  the  evening  volun- 
teer assigned  to  the  floor  he  visited. 
He  said  she  had  been  so  comforting

NEW  NYH  IDENTIFICATION

A  number  of  you  have  probably 
already  received  the  new  blue  iden- 
tification cards  being  issued  this 
month  to  all  Hospital  personnel,  in- 
cluding students  in  the  Schools  of 
Nursing,  Radiography  and  Nutri- 
tion.

DR.  ROY  HENLINE  DIES 
ON  MAY  24TH 

Dr.  Roy  B.  Henline,  urology  spe- 
cialist and  attending  surgeon  to  the 
James  Buchanan  Brady  Foundation 
at  this  Hospital,  died  here  on  May 
24th  after  a  three- week  illness.  He 
was  54  years  old. 

Dr.  Henline  was  born  in  Kearney, 
Nebraska,  and  was  graduated  from 
Northwestern  University  Medical 
School  in  1919-  After  serving  as  an 
interne  at  Michael  Reese  Hospital 
in  Chicago  and  as  a  resident  physi- 
cian at  The  New  York  Hospital,  he 
began  practice  here  in  New  York  Ci  ty. 

In  addition  to  being  a  member  of 
the  staff  of  the  Brady  Foundation, 
Dr.  Henline  was  also  director  of 
urology  at  Sydenham  Hospital,  as 
well  as  consultant  in  urology  at 
St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Newburgh, 
Yonkers  General  HospitalandMount 
Vernon  Hospital. 

In  1939  he  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Special  Committee  for  Medical 
Information  Service  for  World's 
Fair  visitors,  and  in  1946  he  was 
president  of  the  New  York  County 
Medical  Society.  Dr.  Henline  was 
a  director  of  the  Associated  Hospital 
Service,  a  founder  of  the  United 
Medical  Service  and  a  Fellow  of  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Medicine.

Agnes  Clarke:  "My  job  as  an  at- 
tendant at  The  New  York  Hospital 
is  a  very  interesting  one,  even  more 
because  the  pavilion  on  which  I 
work  is  F-11  where  you  come  in 
contact  with  the  most  cheerful 
people.  The  doctors,  nurses  and  the 
rest  of  the  people  who  work  here 
are  very  courteous  and  understand- 
ing. Because  of  this,  not  only  the 
patients  are  cheerful  and  feel  at 
home,  but  also  the  visitors.

Our  volunteers  come  from  many 
sources — ex-patients,  out-patients, 
friends  of  doctors  and  staff,  and  doc- 
tors' wives.  Many  come  from  other 
hospital  volunteer  bureaus  and  the 
twenty-five  or  more  organizations, 
schools,  colleges  and  universities 
with  which  the  department  co- 
operates. Students  from  the  New 
York  University  Elementary  School 
have  conducted  a  splendid  recrea- 
tion program  in  the  pediatric  play- 
room, and  their  school  supervisor  is 
now  planning  for  a  new  group  to  be 
assigned  there.
